Little Support Seen - 
For Army-AF Merger 


By JOHN J. FORD 


The House Government Operations: committee proposa) that the 
Army and Air Force be merged to increase missile efficiency and end 
duplication and waste has gone over like the proverbial lead balloon. 


But members of those services should not lose any sleep over the 
thought that Congress is going to force a merger. While there is 
some sentiment on Capitol Hill for a single se , the sentiment is 
not held by those who really’ decide what happens in military legislation. 

What is believed, however, is that there is still much duplication 
and waste in missile programs and the services can expect continued 
Congressional efforts in coming sessions to try to force better manage- 
ment. 

Any move to merge the Army and Air Force would have to be 
approved by the House and Senate Armed Services commitiee and for 
the most part the members of these committees do not see all-out unifica- 
tion as the answer to waste problems. Some of the members were quite 
impressed by the charges made by the Government Operations com- 
mittee report. But they have reservations against merging the services. 

These reservations may be summarized briefly: — 

1. In a merger you disrupt and perhaps destroy teams within 
each service that have built up a great deal of experience and proficiency 
in some phase of missile work. More important, you hurt morale, taking 
away the esprit de corps and pride in service that is one of the most 
important virtues of the fighting man. 

2. Most of the delay and duplication in missile work is caused 
by too many layers of control at the top—at the Defense Department, 
not service, level. Merger wouldn’t correct this. As Rep. Arthur Win- 
stead (D., Miss.) put it, “If it just means another super-duper at the 
top, I’m against it.” 

3. A)l the reorganization proposals—both the recent report and 
the proposals in the Senate by Sen. Clair Engle (D., Calif.) —want the 
services replaced by “functional commands’—such as strategie com- 
mand, continental defense command, etc. This would merely be trans- 
ferring inter-service rivalry to inter-command rivalry. You weuld still 
have the same inter-service battle for the lion’s share of the budget 
dollar. Some point out that within some services now there is a bit 
of jealousy between commands over relative &ppropriations. 


4. With a single service and a single chief you inevitably get a 
single line of thinking and less chance for original ideas to be heard. 
But while the services may not be merged, the fascination with 
trying to write efficiency into law will not abate and a new drive for 
reorganization may come up next session. 
in a way, the new report should be cheering to the Army because it 
was very critical of the Air Force and complimentary regarding the 
Army

Comptroller Opposes 
Permanent Fly Pay 


WASHINGTON. — Defense’s proposal to make flight 
pay permanent for some veteran air officers has run into 
stiff opposition. The Comptroller General told Congress he is 





opposed to the idea. 

Under a rider on the appropria- 
tion act officers who have been in 
a flight pay status for over 20 years 
have continued to draw flight pay 
even though they no longer qualify. 
The proposal would make the rider 
permanent legislation. 

The Comptroller said there is no 
reason for continuing a form of 
hazard duty pay for those no longer 
subject to the hazard. This would 
be a gratuitous bonus which was not 
intended by Congress when it au- 
thorized flight pay. 

The Comptroller noted the rider 
on the appropriations act was added 
partly for economic consideration 
— to cut down on flying costs by 





cutting out flights that were purely 


for the purpose of qualifying for 
extra pay. 

There is no such economic excuse 
in the present proposal, the Comp- 
troller said.

A Sorry Record 


[TS Biee oe. eet SS Se nees 
criticize the performance of the first 
session of the 86th Co ; 

After all, our rs are men and 
women sworn to defend their country and 
its institutions and we feel we should not 
criticize any of those institutions unless 
compelled to. Moreover, we happen to be a 
great admirer of that institution, Congress. 
From 22 years’ close work with Congress 
we've gained a deep appreciation of its im- 
portance, of the man-killing burden the 
conscientious Congressman carries, and of 
the fact that, at its worst, Congress is a lot 
better than any other legislative mechan- 
ism that could be substituted for it. 

Finally, we recall vividly that this time 
last year we were praising Congress in 
general, and particularly for the splendid 
job of legislating it did on the far-from- 
perfect drafts of the service pay bill and the 
defense reorganization act. 

There were a lot of able, conscientious 
men in that 85th Congress. Most of them 
are serving in the 86th. 

What happened to some of them and to 
Congress as a whole in a short year? 

Let’s pass over their general actions, 
for some of these are matters of one’s own 
political beliefs. Personally we don’t think 
much of the politicking on highway financ- 
ing, bond interest rates, the pork-barrel 
water resources bill, the sewage plant just 
above Washington’s water supply, the labor 
bill (until public opinion forced an adequate 
one), the stall on judges’ nominations and 
all that. 

But, as we said, that’s personal. 

Let’s stick with the military record. 

Practically no legislation at all. But 
abuse a-plenty. Good Lord! what abuse! 

From the no-legislation charge we want 
to exempt the House Armed Services com- 
mittee, except on the single specification of 
failure to act on the long-pending Justice 
Code revision. Generally that committee 
handled most of the important matters it 
was asked to. 

Not so the corresponding Senate com- 
mittee. Its 814 month record consists of 27 
public bills, all but a handful of which were 
of the most trivial kind. Even with the rest, 
the only real time of Senators was spent 
on the construction bill. The only other 
bills of any consequence at all were the 
extensions of the various draft and incen- 
tive pay laws, the Hump and White 
Charger bills, the merger of Navy's 
Bureaus of Ordnance and Aeronautics. 

There was no time to legislate, but 
there was more than enough time, appar- 
ently, on both sides of the capitol to criti- 
cize—or worse. 

By “worse” we mean the kick-in-the- 
pants bestowed upon the departing combat- 
cited Sea Service officers in the shape of 
the anti-tombstone rider on the Hump Bill. 

Commissary operations were criticized. 
Yet these stores are operated strictly in 
accordance with law and with policies laid 
down by the Armed Services committees. 

Retired officers—whom Congress for- 
bids to work for the government—were 
criticized for working for defense indus- 
tries and accused of attempting to in- 
fluence contract awards. The lengthy pub- 
lic hearings showed the charges almost 
entirely without basis. 

The cost of retired pay was criticized. 
But the same Congress added $10 billion 
to the cost of pensions, deserved by many, 
but also benefiting widows who as young 
women married men who years before saw 
a handful of day’s service during which

A GI Bill for Career Men 


By REGULAR MASTER 
El Paso, Tex. 


T 49 years of age, I retire, but I must continue to make a living for 
my wife and three children and educate them. At a time in life when 
I need more income and prices rising, my retired pay will not be sufficient 


to live within. 

I am a college graduate, B.S. degree, 
L.S.U., ’°35 and at one time a fully certi- 
fied school teacher and principal protected 
under the Louisiana Teacher Retirement 
Law. The point is, after 20 years service 
in the Army, I am no longer professionally 
qualified and no longer under the Teacher 
Retirement Law and must start over. Fur- 
ther, the Army has not trained me in any 
field that I could make a living (unless, 
there are jobs for machine gunmen). Ca- 
reermen, therefore need educational as- 
sistance. 

My life was twice Interrupted by war, 
first War II and then Korea. This is the 
reason I stuck to one thing and did not 
return to my profession. 

The government has made use of 
my education for 20 years, now that I am 
about to retire, I would like to have my 
education replaced or brought to date. 
If I remember correctly, this was the 
principal argument advanced after War 
II; that is, to rehabilitate men whose life 
had been interrupted. 

Consider the present legislation under 
the Cold War Bill of Rights. Men under 
26 years (except the 22-26 year old college 
graduates) who were drafted are most 
certainly going to get out. Therefore, for 
Jess than two years service, many men who 
never made a material attempt to improve 
their lot will take the government for 
what they can. 

As for the men under 26, who enlist, 
the majority do so with the draft breath- 
ing down their necks and most certainly 





will get out of the Army to take advantage 
of any handout by the government. 
There can be no doubt that it is an 
intent of Congress to cut down the draft 
by a Cold War Bill of Rights. But a GI 
Bill for men other than careermen will 
not solve their problem. The history of 
the past 12 years has proven this. First, 
the G.I. Bill of Rights, then the Korean 
Bill of Rights, and now, the Cold War 
Bill of Rights has not eliminated the draft. 
Therefore, I recommend that educa- 
tional benefits be given only to career- 
men with at least 10-ld: years of service; 
men who saw service during war; and 
men in proven need of rehabilitation 
due to physically being incapacitated. 
This will reward men of proven de- 
pendability to their country and return 
them to a productive life at a time they 
most need remunefation; it will cut down 
on the free-loading features (even these 
men do not expect anything) thus cutting 
down the national expenditure and appeal- 
ing to economy minded voters; and a Ca- 
reermen’s Bill of Rights plus the present 
retirement will do lots toward keeping 
men in service and eliminating the draft. 
There is good basic reasoning for writ- 
ing the legislation to give educational 
benefits on a sliding scale only to career- 
men of over 10 years service. Actually, 
holding a soldier in the Army for 10 
years almost guarantees a 20 year man. 
As an arbitrary figure: award 18 
months schooling for over 10, 27 for over 
15, and 36 for over 20. 5 
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Diets People Shouldn't 
Forget A ‘Thank You’ 


EL PASO, Tex.: With all of the 
legislation concerning housing, etc., 
with which the services are con- 
cerned, I wondered one thing; 

Have we as individual service 
men or women ever written a 
thank-you note to the Co 
and Senators who have sponsored 
bills which in the past have raised 
our pay, allowances, etc.?

Short Sleeve Shirts 
And Collar Insignia 


SOUTH BEND, Ind.: The only 
directive that TI know of at present 
for wearing collar insignia qn the 
cotton shirt is Figure 55, AR 670-5. 
This figure indicates a leng sleeve 
shirt with necktie, and is consid- 
ered proper for this type of shirt. 

There are no. other provisions for 
wearing the collar insignia on the 
short sleeve shirt. This shirt Was 
designed to be worn without neck- 
tie and not buttoned at the neck. 
Therefore, if Figure 55 is complied 
with, both the U.S. and branch in- 
signia are turned in a horizontal po- 
sition to the neck and are hard to 
distinguish, especially when a scarf 
is worn. 

It is obvious that the lapel on 
the short sleeve shirt is similar to 
the army coat and jacket and it is 
believed that a more attractive ap- 
pearance could be obtained if the 
collar insignia was adapted to the 
shirt as indicated in Figure 54 of 
AR 670-5; i.e., paralled with the 
neckline.

SPACE 
‘Temporary’ 
Satellites?

Wits the space age less than 
two years old it is obvious 
that there are still very many 
things we do not know. And 
one of them is whether the 
earth has, or can have, “tem- 
porary” satellites — natural 
satellites which last for only one 
or two or possibly a dozen revo- 
lutions around our planet, 
This is not quite the same as 


. the old question of whether the 


earth may have tiny natural 
satellites which are too smoall to 
see. That par- e 
ticular prob- 
lem has been 
solved and 
the answer is 
“no.” The 
man who con- 
ceived the 
especial cam- 
era for doing 
the job and 
who then did 
the job him- ab 

self was Pro- LEY 
fessor Clyde Tombaugh, discov- 
erer of the planet Pluto. 

After some two years of te- 
dious work he reported that 
there wére no small natural 
satellites circling the earth, un- 
less they were smaller in size 
than an ordinary green pea. 

But a temporary satellite — 
scientists call them “ephemeral” 
satellites —- is another story. 
Supposing a metorite strikes 
the earth in such an oblique way 
that it merely goes through the 
atmosphere without hitting the 
ground or even coming any 
closer to it than, say, 20 miles. 
Following such a path the me- 
teorite will leave the atmos-

status. 

The connection between units 
of the Reserve components and 
the active Army is the active 
Army unit adviser assigned to 
the unit. 

During past wars, particularly 
the Civil War but actually to 
some extent in Wars I and [f, 
Regular officers and NCO’s were 
transferred, some on orders and 
some voluntarily, to units which 
correspond to today’s Reserve 
components. There they were 
given higher rank, greater re- 
sponsibility, and in most cases 
acquitted themselves like the pro- 
fessionals they were. 

Let’s put these facts together 
and consider them from the point 
of view of “one Army” and the 
need to know what steps we'll 
take in case of emergency, and 
see what conclusions we can 
reach.

Army-Air Merger 
Sound in Principle 
By George Fielding Eliot | 








HERE is much to be said in favor of the suggestion by * 
the House Committee on Government Operations, 
under the chairmanship of Rep. Chet Holifield of California, 


that the Army and Air Force be 
merged, In effect this would 
amount to a reversal of the de- 
cision reached in 1947 to separ- 
ate the Army Air Force from the 
rest of the Army and make them 
into a third military service. In 
retrospect it seems quite possible 
that this decision was made far 
100 late—at a time when the man- 
ned aircraft was already ap- 
proaching its period of decline as 
a decisive military weapon. 

The logical cornerstone of the 
Committee’s argument is con- 
jained in this sentence: “The 
strategy of Jand-based missile 
power cannot be divided into the 
conventional concepts of land-or 
air combat.” 

Air power, as it has been under- 
stood in the past and as the 
logical justification for the ex- 
istence of a separate service to 
develop and use it, is founded 
on a single kind of weapons sys- 
iem—the manned airplane and 
jis crew. The Air Force exists to 
direct and control fighting men 
who fight in the air, whether 
their targeis be other airborne 
forces, or on the eath’s surface.

WHATEVER the force of the 
logic by which a separate service 
for such forces was sustained, 
that logic cannot—as the -Com-

phere again and go back into 
space.

rHE POINT is, of course, that 
this meteorite must be in an 
orbit which forces it to go 
through the upper atmosphere 
for some distance each time it 
comes around. In time, then, its 
orbit will shrink, it will re-enter 
the atmosphere for the last 
time, stay in the atmosphere and 
burn up. Or else it will hit the 
ground if it is too large to burn 
up. 

Has anything 
been seen? 

Older astronomers, in the 
days when they really looked at 
the sky instead of having cam- 
eras look for them, occasional- 
ly told of metorites which look- 
ed to them as if they had left 
the atmosphere again. And only 
a week ago I received an eye 
witness report which probably 
was one of these cases. I think 
so because the man who told 
me about it did not know enough 
about astronomy to draw this 
conclusion himself. 

Some six years ago, on a clear 
summer day, he looked up to 
follow a passing airplane with 
his eyes and saw, in the middle 
of the sky, a bright dot of light 
which moved at a steady rate 
and then disappeared below the 
horizon, He told me that he did 
not know what it- was and that 
he had never seen anything like 
it before, But he had seen 
something “like it; again, This 
time, however; ‘hé knew that it

hree wheels revolving as -part 
of an interconnected mechanism 
present three points of friction, 
while with two wheels there is 
only one—as you can demon- 
strate for yourself with three 
pennies. Very little was heard of 
“inter-service rivalry” and its al- 
leged unhappy effects until the 
third service was created 12 
years ago. 

Moreover, the over-all super- 
vision and coordination of two 
services being a far simpler task 
than with three, substantial re- 
ductions in the present complex 
set-up of the Department of De- 
fense itself could be anticipated. 

The two-service proposal of the 
Holifield committee seems to this 
reporter to be greatly superior 
to the proposal made in the Sen 
ate by Senator Engle (also of 
California) that there be a com- 
plete merger of all the services 
with a single Chief of Staff.

This is of course an old story, 
but it is a recurrent one because 
of the irritation arising from in- 
ter-service disputes—or, to put it 
another way, the failure of the 
military chiefs to relieve civilian 
leadership, executive or legisla- 
tive, from the burden of assum- 
ing responsibility for major 
policy decisions. With two serv- 
ices, Navy and the merged Army- 
Air Force, there would still be 
two military chiefs and the vital 
element of competition, the life- 
essence of our American society, 
would continue to exist in our 
defense system. 

It may be said that an Army- 
Air Force merger would so heav- 
ily outweigh the Navy in man- 
power and budget allocations that 
it would in fact be a step toward 
complete merger—since the Navy 
would find it increasingly diffi- 
cult to-hold its own against Big 
Brother. This, however, must be 
considered alongside the question 
of how the roles and missions now 
divided among three services 
should be re-allocated if there 
are only going to be two. 

That the Army-Air Force 
should take over continental de- 
fense against air and missile at- 
tack, and air-missile support of 
ground forces, seems unquestion- 
able. But it likewise seems un- 
questionable that in the end the 
major deterrent role should be 
allotted to the Navy. A nuclear 
deterrent force has little value 
if it can be destroyed by the very 
type of surprise attack which it 
exists to deter. If its weapons 
are in fixed and known locations, 
it is vulnerable to surprise -de- 
struction. If they are in movable 
and unpredictable locations, their 
destruction by surprise becomes 
highly unlikely—certainly can- 
not be counted upon with the 
confidence which is indispensable 
te the launching of such an at- 
tack.

— The Army, it 
was announced this week, is estab- 
lishing a new policy on proficiency 
flying for its aviators designed to 
provide a periodic review of its 
requirements and “revalidation” of 
all of its fly boys. 

Again an Army Regulation (AR) 
is up for “revalidation” or change. 
The AR to revised this time is 
600-105, affecting nearly every 
fixed and rotary wing pilot.

“POLLOWING @ recent study,” 
it was officially announced, “The 
Department of the Army has taken 
these actions concerning policy on 
proficiency flying: 

“a. The requirements of AR 600- 
107 have been reconfirmed in 
regard to periodic review and 
revalidation of requirements for 
rated personnel and establishment 
of rigid screening actions to in- 
sure that only those with a real 
potential are maintained on flying 
atatus. 


“b. As provided in AR 95-32, 
administrative flying will be 
credited against proficiency flying 
minimums and maximums. 

Provisions of the current Ap- 
propriations Act will be imple- 
mented to permit payment of flying 
payment without a requirement 
for flying to selected individuals 
who have been rated for more than 
20 years.”

The 
categories and their descriptions 
follow: 

“CATEGORY I—Positions where 
the primary duty is pilot, or is the 
direct command of aircraft in a 
unit below battalion level. 

“CATEGORY Il—Command and 
staff positions where -flying is a 
prerequisite skill but not required 
as the primary duty. 

“CATEGORY IlI—Career devel- 
opment assignments necessary to 
improve the aviater’s qualification 
as an Army officer, provided such 
assignments do not exceed two con- 
secutive years duration. 

“CATEGORY IV — Aviators as- 
signed to duties other than above. 
Aviator will be indefinitely sus- 
pended from flying status for the 
period of such duties. If such duties 
extend for more than three years, 
the individual will be. eliminated 
from the Army aviation program 
under provisions of AR 600-107.”

WASHINGTON, — Army Regula- 
tions 612-35, 612-40, 612-1 and 612-

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Solons End 
Mild Session 


' (Continued from Page 1) 
there was always a new criticism, 
a new attack, a new probe facing 
the military. 

In this issue, the reader will find 
a complete list of service laws 

in this session. Most of the 
aws, it will be noticed, are minor 
bills. 

Congress did pass one other bill 
jn its final week; a kind of equaliza- 
tion bill: It gave Reserves and Na- 
tional Guardsmen equal rights with 
regulars, to be buried in national 
cemeteries. Even this bill met some 
opposition on the House floor, 

The Navy hump bill passed, but 
on it was a rider killing the tomb- 
stone promotions. A rider on the 
construction authorization bill lim- 
jted the construction of Capehart 
housing. Another rider limited the 

umber of housing units that could 
be built overseas through the 
rental guarantee program. Still an- 
other rider will force the Navy to 
have its ship construction plans ap- 
proved in detail in future years. 


A planned move to rewrite—and 
equalize—the post-service obliga- 
tion of servicemen came to naught. 
After many alarms and diversions 
the move to increase the strength 
of ihe Army failed. The Marines 
‘were given money to keep up to a 
200,000-man strength but nothing 
in Jaw forces the President to 
spend the dough 

A House subcommittee started a 
dirive to save the Army Language 
School at Monterey and unify 
service Janguage facilities. In the 
end nobody, including the Defense 
Depariment, did anything. 

Sirength floors were made man- 
datory for the politically potent 
National Guard. The Army Reserve 
did not get the legal assurance of 
sustained sirength it had a year 
ago. 

Civil personnel, was reduced. 
Flight pay funds were cut. Defense 
was Criticized by the appropria- 
tions committee for its “lack of a 
policy” on the employment of re- 
tired officer by defense contractors. 
Then an Armed Services subcom- 
miitee took over and gave the of- 
ficers and contractors a going over. 
The Office of the Secretary of De- 
fense was told to “show a substan- 
tlal decrease” in its budget next 
year 

Though it had over 70 sponsors 
among Congressmen, the bill to 
equalize retired pay failed to get 
action. It is believed likely it will 
be brought up next year following 
a change of heart by the President, 
who now favors the bill. In the in- 
ierim, the attacks on the high cost 
of retired pay continued unabated. 


Also attacked was the early re- 
tirement of high-ranking officers. 
And with reports of soaring in- 
creases expected in retired costs in 
the coming years Defense faced 
the prospect that some attempt 
would be made next session or soon 
after to lengthen the tours of gen- 
eral officers. 

The annual round of attacks on 
commissaries kept up, with Sen. 
Paul Douglas (D. Jil.) leading the 
show 

And then there were the inves- 
tigations—waste of manpower, re- 
tired officers’ influence on defense 
contracts, waste and duplication in 
missile management. A House com- 
mittee topped things off by sug- 
gesting the Army and Air Force be 
merged 

The rough sledding for retired 
officers may not he over. The in- 
vestigation of their alleged influ- 
ence on the Pentagon contracting 
officers came after the House 
missed passing by just one vote an 
amendment to bar officers from 


jobs with contractors during the 
first five years after. retirement. 


A two-year ban may well be ree- 
ommended by the Hebert investi- 
gating subcommittee next year. 

But there were victories, too. 
There were big gains on the school- 
ing front. A House subcommittee 
killed a proposal that would have 
limited federal funds for schools 
in districts heavily populated with 
service children. The cost per pu- 
pil for Defense schools overseas 
was raised to $265—a $20 increase. 


An omnibus bill provided for 
better pay and working conditions 
for teachers in overseas schools, 
meaning better teachers and bet- 
ter schooling for service kids. 


The dependents assistance act 
was extended four years — along 
with the draft, and doctor draft. 
The six-month Reserve program 
was extended. 


Wacs and Wafs got credit for 
service in the old World War II 
Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps. 
Nurses got credit for World War 
II time as did naval aviation cadets. 
The Navy got a Bureau of Weap- 
ons. The Air Force got 3000 more 
majors. And the Army got re- 
adjustment pay for its warrant of- 
ficers who served without com- 
ponent. 





An important new law allows 
Defense to pay travel allowances 
for escorts of dependents traveling 
| without their serviceman. 

A relief bill for Navy men over- 
paid on commercial transportation 
was passed. But an important omni- 
bus relief bill to allow general re- 
lief for overpayments when the 
serviceman isn’t responsible, did 
not get through the Senate. Also 
hanging fire are relief bills for 
families in all services overpaid 
some $700,000 on separation al- 
lowances and a relief bill for Navy 
people overpaid on storage of 
household. goods. 

Numerous bills got through one 
House but not both. They will still 
be alive and ready for action next 
year since bills carry over from 
one session of a Congress to an- 


other. , 
These include bills to amend 
ROPA, provide term retention 


contracts, give medals to men who 
served in Antarctica, change the 
designation of AF medals, allow 
additional time to consider com- 
bat awards, allow five lieutenant 
generals in peacetime in the Ma- 
rine Corps, give consideration to 
post-service behavior of men with 
bad discharges, give a $100 a 
month pension to Medal of Honor 
winners and increase the pay of the 
dean at the Navy Postgraduate 
School. 

Action is promised next year on 
term retention and ROPA changes. 

In addition to the above, and the 
bills enacted into law, Defense had 
11 legislative proposals that got no 
action from the Congress. 

Four other proposals were buried 
in committee. 

The revisions to the Uniform 
Code . of- Military Justice, after a 
preliminary hearing, were put off 
till next year. 

Other bills that got 
would have provided: 

A Marine Corps lawyers category, 
increased quarters allowances for 
reserves, reemployment rights for 
National Guardsmen, a change in 
flight pay qualification rules, au- 
thority for service people to accept 
fellowships and grants, a simplifi- 
cation of the physical exam pro- 
cedure for reserves, authority for 
the Judge Advocate General's 
School (Army) to award degrees, 
a change in the Navy basie ship- 
building law and authority to con- 
tinue personal money allowances

To tourists it is better known 
for its “Giant’s Causeway,” “De- 
vil’s Churn,” “Madman’s Win- 
dow” and other scenic oddities 
than anything else. 

It was our pleasure a few years 
ago to. follow the trail as the guest 
of the North Ireland Tourist Board 
and the British Travel and Holiday 
Assn. 

We had hardly left Belfast than 
its charms began to unfold.

But these old round-topped moun- 
tains, which the French explorers 
named “Aux Arcs”, are now rather 
well discovered. In the last few 
years hundreds of former military 
people have settled here. And in a 
week of driving through these hills 
1 did not find one man who in- 
tended to move away. 


THEY gave all sorts of reasons 
for liking the Ozarks. Some said 
the fishing was the world’s best. 
Others liked the abundance of quail 
and other game. Still more said 
they liked the cool summers and 
rather mild winters. But very 
nearly all of them agreed that they 
loved the quiet peace of these 
brooding mountains that were old 
when more than half the North 
American continent was covered by 
glaciers in what has been recorded 
as the kee Age. And that was way 
back when the giant Rockies were

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Post Office Exposes 
Cases of Mail Fraud

He” easily do you toss away a hard-earned dollar? Trust- 
ing souls, Servicemen and women, and civilians alike, 
according to a release from the Post Office, have made life 


easy for smooth-working individ- 
vals looking for the easy buck. 

In examining the list of fraud 
and mailability cases issued by the 
Post Office, it’s almost impossible 


to believe that somé of the 
‘schemes’ could prove money 
woakers. 


Apparently millions of dollars a 
year are tossed into the \‘get-rich- 
quick’ ads that appear in magazines, 
newspapers and mail advertise- 


ments. 
= s s 


IN fact the Post Office estimates 
that $43,742,204 was filched from 
the public in 139 major mail fraud 
cases in Fiscal Year, 1959. 

And the swindles aren’t confined 
to the United States, but on an 
international basis. Fraud accounts 
can be found all over the world. 
And the victims are both young 
and old as the ‘schemers’ have no 
qualms about the source of their 
income. 

It appears the wilder the 
‘scheme’, the more money taken. 

For instance, the Post Office 
cites the case of the AFRO-India 
Import Company in Los Angeles, 
Calif. 

The hearing examiner found the 
advertising and sale of a book called 
‘Black and’ White Magic’ was, in 
effect, a scheme for obtaining 
money through the mails by means 
of false and fraudulent pretenses 
and representations. 

The advertisements claimed 
the book would solve problems of 
finance, love affairs, luck in 
games, power of attraction, pro- 
mote peace, hold and secure jobs, 
and would get rid of evil in- 
fluences by ‘ways and systems 
used by the old timers.’ 

The company also advertised the 
gale of certain ‘Occult Louisiana 
and India goods, incenses, candles, 
herbs, roots and oils’ to be used 
by those who ‘need a new lover, 
need friends, want more of the 
better things in life and want to 
attract and influence others.’ 

The hearing officer points out 
{hat after receiving the book, the 
reader was ‘advised’ of what items 
to buy in solving a certain prob- 
Jem. 

For instance the reader was told 
just what to do to get the ‘best 
gambling hand.’ Here was what the 
book prescribed: 

“You will take the Nutmeg of 
India, in it you will drill a hole 
jin which you will pour the pure 
mercury and seal it with pure wax. 
After this take a chamois bag, in 
this bag you put a piece of highly 
magnetic green Lode Stone, Lucky 
Hand, Silver Magnetic Conqueror 
Root, Devil Shoe String and the 
Five Finger Grass. Then on top of 
this you will place the prepared 
Nuimeg of India. 

* * * 

“THIS done, seal the bag by 

sewing it all the way around so 





that none of these articles may fall 
out and on the outside of this bag 
you shall sprinkle three drops of 
Jockey Club Perfume once every 
week, —_ 

“Keep this bag on your person 
at all times and allow no one to 
touch it,” 

This is of course only one of 
many fantistic offers presented to 
the gullible public. 

The field covered by fraud is 
vast. One of the major law breakers 
is selling ‘obscene literature and 
photographs’ through the mail. 

Here again, money from both 
young and old is accepted. The Post 
Office cites a complaint from the 
mother of a 12-year-old daughter. 

“My 12-year-old daughter re- 
ceived the enclosed in the mail. It 
is unnecessary to describe our re- 
action.” 

However, the Post Office, with 
the continuing cooperation of the 
Department of Justice, is making 
great strides toward the arrest 
of mailing obscene and porno- 
graphic matter. 

Prosecutions of large dealers in 
obscenity, according to the Post 
Office, reached in all time high dur- 
ing fiscal year 1959 with a 7.5 per- 
cent increase of arrests far this of- 
fense over 1958. 

As the ‘schemers’ have no 
respect for age, neither do they 
consider the sex. 

The Post Office cites a case that 
cost unsuspecting women approxi- 
mately $8 million. 

A husband and wife team were 
recently indicted by a Federal 
Grand Jury at Kansas City with 10 
counts of using the mails to 
defraud and one count of con- 
spiracy in a work-at-home scheme 
involving the alleged sale of knit- 
ting machines. 

The defendents sold Strick- 
Matador knitting machines at very 
high prices to housewives who, it is 
alleged, believed they could supple- 
ment monthly income through the 
sale of knitted goods made on the 
machines to the company. 

With financing included, the 
machine cost the housewife a total 
of $422.58. The machines were 
imported from Germany for ap- 
proximately $35 the Post Office 
reports. 

It has been estimated by the Post 
Office that 20,000 of these machines 
were sold. 

” . * 

AND, the Post Office reports, the 
most vicious part of this alleged 
swindle is that the victims are 
young housewives, elderly persons 
and others who can least afford to 
lose even the smallest part of their 
incomes. 

These are only two of the many 
cases cited by the Post Office, but 
serve as example of the scope of 
operations by the ‘schemers’. 

The Post Office warns to study 
carefully all ads of little known 





concerns before investing money.

cation in 1957, Harvard Professor 
Henry Kissinger’s Nuclear Weap- 
ons and Foreign’ Policy became 
a landmark in the field. It was 
widely reviewed and discussed in 
popular and professional journals, 
and hailed as a work of genius, a 
penetrating analysis, and “the 
most important document on for- 
eign affairs in a decade.” And 
whether one agrees with Kis- 
singer or not, there is no deny- 
ing that this is an important book 
for it represents the most am- 
bitious effort to date to deal 
with the central problem of our 
times—the survival of the Uni- 
ted States as a great power in 
the face of the challenge of In- 
ternational Communism. 

There is no question about why 
the Chief of Staff put this book 
on his list of recommended read- 
ings. I suspect if he had listed 
the titles in order of importance, 
Nuclear Weapons and Foreign 
Policy would have been very 
close to the top. Its theme—the 
impact of nuclear military power 
upon our national security — is 
one of yital concern to.all offi- 
cers, both as professional soldiers 
and as free citizens..of a great 
democracy. It- is required read- 
ing for military men and public 
officials coneerned..with Ameri- 
can policy, a book to be read 
slowly and carefully, as befits 
the subject with which it deals. 


THE CORE of Kissinger’s work 
is his analysis of all-out nuclear 
warfare and the role it plays, 
under the guise of massive re- 
taliatién, in our national strategy. 
Starting from the proposition 
that nuclear weapons in the 
megaton range have made war so 
destructive that any future con- 
flict involving the full employ- 
ment of such weapons is unthink-

able except when national sur- 
vival itself is at stake, Kissinger 
argues that the main problem 
facing the free world today is to 
devise some method by which 
force can once again be made a 
viable and flexible instrument of 
national policy. The problem is 
further complicated, he points 
out, by. the existence of two great 
power blocs representing the 
forces of the free world and in- 
ternational communism. 


The American view of war as 
an aberration to be fought total- 
ly and ended quickly, Kissinger 
argues, is neither applicable nor 
adequate in the present situation. 
Massive retaliation is scarcely an 
appropriate response to anything 
but a direct threat to our vital 
interests. Fully aware of this 
fact, the Soviet Union has care- 
fully avoided such a threat, con- 
fining its challenges to the wide 
range of actions below the pro- 
vocation level that would trigger 
a nuclear response, This, the very 
power-of our weapons has left us 
disarmed and important. “Instead 
of adjusting our capabilities to 
the likely challenge,” says. Kis- 
singer, “we tended to adjust our 
conception of the likely chal- 
lenges to the enormity of the new 
weapons.”

HOW DO. WE escape from our 
present dilemma? What kind of a 
strategy will enable us to har- 
monize power and policy and to 
employ our strength constric- 
tively across a wide range of 
situations? Professor Kissinger’s 
answer is linfited war. Only by 
adopting such a strategy, he says, 
can we regain the flexibility to 
respond appropriately to less 
than all-out threats. “Limited war 
and the diplomacy appropriate to 
it,” Kissinger asserts, “provide a 
means of escape from the steril- 
ity of the quest for peace ... 
and of the search for absolute vic- 
rae Oia 

Limited war has almost as 
many definitions as it has advo- 
eates. According to Kissinger, 
limited war cannot be defined or 
understood in purely military 
terms. It is a war, he says, in 
which neither side seeks total 
victory and in which each must 
make its objective clear to the 
other side. Since there is a di- 
rect relationship between the 
goals sought by a nation when it 
goes to war and the force it em- 
ploys, a war of limited objectives 
will require only a limited effort. 
Unlike all-out war, limited wars 
are not fought to crush the 
enemy’s will to resist but rather 
to affect it in such a manner that 
he will find a solution short of 
victory more attractive than con- 
tinued resistance. “A limited war 

. . can remain limited,” Kis- 
singer points out, “only if at 
some point one of the protagon- 
ists prefers a limited defeat to 
an additional investment of re- 
sources, or if both sides are will- 
ing to settle for a stalemate.”

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war between nuclear powers and 
that it is to our advantage to 
plan for their employment. He 
sees no reason why a limited nuc- 
lear war should be more destruc- 
tive than one fought with con- 
ventional weapons, since it 
would be to the interest of both 
sides to limit the size of the 
weapons and the _ conditions 
under which they will be employ- 
ed. Nor does he believe they 
would involve any greater risk 
of all-out war. Moreover, by 
using tactical nuclear weapons, 
the United States would be able 
to capitalize on its industrial and 
technological superiority and 
neutralize the Soviet advantage 
in manpower. 


Kissinger’s model of a limited 
nuclear war, which he likens to 
naval warfare, is one in which 
small, self-contained units will 
be widely dispersed on the battle- 
field to avoid destruction from 
atomic attack. They will concen- 
trate only to strike the enemy 
and then disperse quickly to 
avoid retaliation. Since units will 
be small and self-contained, there 
will be little need, Kissinger be- 
lieves, for resupply. Aircraft will 
provide most of the required 


. transportation in such a war, thus 


doing away with the lines of com- 
munication, depots, supply cent- 
ers, and other elments of the 
logistical system characteristic 
modern warfare. 


CENTERS of population and in- 
dustry represent a real problem 
in limited nuclear war, for of all 
targets they are the most vulnera- 
ble to atomic attack. Kissinger 
takes care of this problem by re- 
moving such centers from his 
model. To do this he assumes 
as one of the rules for his 
model war that both sides will 
agree, since it is clearly in their 
interests to do so, to limit the 
war geographically and to place 
cities and the surrounding area 
within a radius of 30 miles of out 
of bounds for the contestants. In 
this way, Kissinger resolves many 
of the difficulties associated with 
the employment of tactical nuc- 
lear weapons in Western Europe. 
One is reminded -here of that 
anonymous poem; 


Don’tcha you worry, honey 
chile, 

Don’tcha cry no more. 

It’s jest a 111 ole atom bomb 

In a li'l ole limited war. 


Its jest a bitsy warttead, chile, 
On a li'l ole tactical shell,

Kissinger’s ideas on organiza- 
tion of the armed forces are re- 
lated directly to his proposals 
for limited war and are designed 
to correct orgainzational defects, 
which, he believes, are largely 
responsible for our strategic di- 
lemma. For practical reasons he 
does not advocate complete uni- 
fieation of the services, though 
presumably he would look on 
such a development with favor. 
He suggests instead, as a pre- 
liminary step, that the Army and 
Air Force be joined into a single 
service. Next, he would organize 
the combat elements of all the 
services into two forces: a Stra- 
tegic Force for all-out war, and 
a Tactical Force for limited war. 
The existing service organiza- 
tions he would retain for admin- 
istration and training. To the 
Strategic Force, Kissinger would 
assign elements such as the Stra- 
tegic Command, the Army’s air 
defense command, the Navy’s 
Polaris, overseas IRBM bases, 
and the forces required for serv- 
ice and support; the Tactical 
Force would include the Army, 
Air Force and Navy units design- 
ed for limited war.

Though limited war provides 
the theme of Nuclear Weapons 
and Foreign Policy, the study 
ranges widely over the field of 
national security policy. In it, 
Kissinger has given us one of the 
clearest and most astute explana- 
tions of Communists doctrine and 
methods yet published. His ana- 
lysis of the Soviet strategy of 
world revolution and of the re- 
lative position of the United 
States and the Soviet Union dis- 
plays a deep understanding of 
the forces at work in the world 
today.

SILL began its con 
existence as an Army 
post with the arrival in January 
1869 of Gen. Philip H. Sheridan 
with the 7th Cavalry, the 19th 
Kansas (Volunteer) Cavalry, 
four companies of the 10th Cav 
alry (then a Negro unit the 
Buffalo soldiers) and two com 
panies of the 6th Infantry. The 
7th Cavalry even then under Col 
George A. Custer and the Kan 
sas volunteers pulled out with 
Sheridan, leaving the 10th Cav 
alcy assisted by the 6th Infantry’s 
two companies, to garrison the 
post and build it up. 

From then until 1902, Fort Sill 
was essentially a Cavalry post 
[n 1875, the 4th Cavalry took 
over the post from the 10th. 

The commander’s quarters at 
Foct Sill are known as Sherman 
House, from an incident in 1871 
when Gen. William T. Sherman 
narrowly escaped death at the

The first artillery unit arrived 
at the post in 1902. In 1907, the

Artillery School. In: 1946, the 
Artillery Center was formally es- 
tablished, with branches for AA 
and Guided Missiles at Fort Sill 
and for Coast Artillery at Fort 
Scott.

The Air 
Defense Center at Fort Sill 
gained autonomy. The words

IN ADDITION to approxi- 
mately 25,000 troops here there 


are close to 3500 civilian em- 
ployees. Payroll for these two 
groups totals about $90 million 
a year.

Close by is the Wichita Wild- 
life refuge, where the largest 
herd of long-horn cattle in the 
world, a herd of bison, and other 
wildlife can be observed during 
a drive through the preserve. 
Here every Easter is enacted the 
annual Eastern Program, famed 
throughout the world, in which 
50 scenes present the life of 
Christ. 

FOR THOSE assigned to the 
post, the usual facilities, such as 
banking, PX, commissary, and 
movies are available. A 48-page 
booklet “Welcome to Fort Sill” 
details all these and includes an 
eight page chapter on “artillery 
lore” which‘ gives a brief history 
of the uses of artillery from 800 
BC. 

One of the more unusual facil- 
ities offered is a nursery run by 
the Officer’s Open Mess which 
solves daytime babysitting prob- 
lems. 

A kindergarten is available 
for children of four and five. A 
grade school on post, part of the 
Lawton public ‘school system, 
goes through the 6th grade. 
School buses provide transporta- 
tion to junior and senior high 
schools in Lawton. 

The Museum relates the his- 
tory of artillery, of the place 
Fort Sill occupies in the commu- 
nity and its place in American 
history. In addition to the guns 
in the museum buildings and on 
Cannon walk, there uni- 
forms, ordérs, equipment and 
impedimenta there. The old Post 
Guard House is part of the mu- 
seum complex. And in the Old 
Post Corral are vehicles typical 
of early Army life in the West, 
Indian shelters, and replicas of 
the old Trading Post (currently 
being restored), the blacksmith 
shop where Indian prisoners 
worked, and interior scenes typi- 
cal of the life in the west 100 
years ago. 

Among the activities on-post, 
the firings of home-made rockets 
by amateur rocket enthusiasts 
under strict Army supervision 
are probably: the most spectacu- 
lar. The Center publishes a book- 
let, “Guide to Amateur Rocket- 
Ty” for use of rocket enthusiasts.

ONE BATTALION handling 
each type of missile in the 
Army’s arsenal is to stay at Fort 
Sill in the lst FA Ms! Brigade 
under present plans, Gen. Sand- 
ers says. It will probably be the 
one named first in the above 
listings. 

“We are collecting here a corps 
of extremely well-trained men 
in handling these missiles,” he 
added. 

The reason is not hard to find. 
Though the School develops doc- 
trine, the Brigade proves it out 
in the field. The latest in tactics 
and techniques is developed here 
and from here sent out to units 
in the field. 

This is where the Missile Sys- 
tems Evaluation Group comes in. 
There are four sections in this 
group—one for each operational 
missile. 

From these sections, evalua- 
tion teams go-out, on invitation 
only, to visit the units in the 
field equipped with their type 
of missile. The team job is te 
pass on the latest poop from 


Fort Sill, help iron out weak-- 


nesses and difficulties, learn of 
improvements made by units in 
the field in techniques and even 
in “field expedient” equipment, 
and thus be ready to pass all this 
on, after thorough testing, to 
other units. 

The evaluation teams, which 
stay out if not wanted, give an 
“entrance” and an “exit” brief- 
ing, if asked to, on their visits. 
According to Gen. Sanders, their 
job is to make more effective the 
Army’s missile units, wherever 
stationed. 

All new FA missile units are to 
be trained and deployed from 
Fort Sill. This includes not only 
units equipped with any of the 
-four operational FA missiles but 
also units using new missiles 
such as Honest John and Sergeant, 
which are classified as field ar- 
tillery birds. 

At present, the Brigade is 
watching closely the uses to 
which the Air Defense units 
trained at Fort Bliss are putting 
Nike Hercules. There is no desire 
to take over the Hercules. But 
Gen. Sanders is sure that the ex- 
perience and tricks developed by 
his experts would make more ef- 
fective those mobile Hercules 
units going overseas which have 
been trained in the potential sur-

[JNDER the recent reorgani- 

zation of the various com- 
mands here, Brig. Gen. Vanna 
F. Burger put on two hats. 

He commands the Army Train- 
ing Center (Artillery), a part of 
the command that moved here 
last spring from Fort Chaffee, 
and he also eee 4 
commands the 
2d Artillery 
Brigade. 

The Training 
Center is the 
“h oO m e” of 
those’ draftees 
and_ enlistees 
who, having 
completed the 
basic train- 
ing, are taking 
advanced indi- GEN. BURGER 
vidual training as artillerymen. 
For eight weeks they learn the 
skills needed to become artillery 
crewmen, coming here from 
training centers. all over the 
country to train as replacements 
and fillers for. artillery units all 
over the world. (Specialists go 
on to the Artillery and Guided 
Missile School for training as 
mechanics, meteorology techni- 
cians, in survey and other ad- 
vanced skills needed by _ the 
artillery.) 

The 2d Artillery Brigade is 
the headquarters under which 
all the conventional (tube). artil- 
lery units on the post serve, In 
the 214th Arty. Gp., commanded 
by Col. C, P. ‘Brown, are four 
105mm howitzer battalions. The 






the missile field, according to 
Col. Fletter..

“I’m an artilleryman,” he says.

Missiles are today’s glamor 
weapons. A part of the Board is 
stationed at Fort Bliss where it 
uses the facilities of the White 
Sands Missile Range to test such 
items as the Redstone, Pershing, 
and other longer range missiles 
which cannot be fired on the fir- 
ing ranges at Fort Sill. 

But guns still will have a job 
to do. 

For example, Col. Fletter 
pointed out that the brand new 
175mm gun, which is still in its 
final testing stages, will give the 


4ist Arty. Gp., under Col, Wil- 
liam Trabue, includes two 
155mm battalions, one eight- 
inch howitzer battalion and one 
observation battalion. 


In the 2d Arty. Brigade are 
also the 2d BG, 30th Inf., com- 
manded by Col. J. H. Lynch, 
the 1st Ord. Gp. — made up of 
one ordnance battalion, four 
companies and three detach- 
ments — commanded by Lt. Col. 
Russell _Kyckelhahn, and the 
45th Trans. Bn., commanded by 
Lt. Col. Bruns Meeker, in which 
are three fixed wing and heli- 
copter aviation units. 


Biggest job performed by the 
2d Arty. Brigade is the support 
of the Artillery Schools in its 
field problems, of the Artillery 
Board in its test, and of the Cen- 
ter generally in various demon- 
strations that are presented here 
frequently. 

But most units of the Brigade 
also have a STRAC assignment, 
s0 that they must meet readi- 
ness tests and be prepared for 
overseas deployment according 
to the time schedule set for 
them. 

Gen. Burger, who retires on 
31 March next year, has put in 
almost Half his career since 
graduation from West Point in 
1924 at Fort Sill. He has fol- 
lowed the development of artil- 
lery from the horse-drawn cais- 
son to the self-propelled mis- 
sile launcher, thus qualifying as 
“Mr. Artilleryman” here at the 
Artillery Center. 


Army a truly long-range piece 
for such jobs as interdictory fire. 
“It doesn’t make sense to shoot 
a $40,000 missile against a road 
junction 35,000 meters away,” 
says Col, Fletter, “when you 
can do the same job with a $40 
round from a 175mm gun.” 
The 175mm gun on its SP 
mount, known as the T236, can 
be broken down into two loads 
and carried by air. Under test 
now is_a plastic cab that gives 
some ballistic protection to the 
gun crew. Made of Duron, it 
weighs only a few hundred 
pounds as compared to the sev- 
eral tons that would be needed 


for a quarter inch of armor 
plate. 
The 175mm SP gun is only 


one of more than 80 items that 
shows up on the status chart in 
the Artillery Board’s analysis 
and control section office. Fifty- 
six of these are being carried 
out at Fort Sill. The rest are 
either in a passive stage, waiting 
for equipment to come in, or are 
being carried on by the Board’s 
Fort Sill section. 
” + * 

THE WORK of the Board is 
done by its 41 officers, 234 en- 
listed assignees, cight warrant 
officers, four civilian engineers 
and 26 DAC’s. The facilities of 
the Artillery .Center including 
the School and the 1st and 2d 
Brigades are available to it as 
needed. 

“The Board uses its own fa- 
cilities,” Col. Fletter says, “to 
the practical maximum before 
calling on the Center for troop 
support.” 

Goal of the Board in-its test- 
ing program is to fiad items that 
are acceptable for troop use and 
better tham anything in artillery 
currently available. It must re- 
ject all other items.

While making no. prediction 
about Buick’s 1960 output, Rollert 
said: Be g@il is to win back for 
Buick the position of prestige it 
once enjoyed in the medium-priced 
market. With the product we have 
for 1960, I am_confident we will 
give a good account of ourselves. 
Certainly we can sell 20 percent 
more cars-in 1960 than we did this

DETROIT—A pioneer of the au- 
tomotive industry who saw the de- 
velopment of trucks from tiny pas- 
senger-car conversions to the giant 
Dodge diesel just announced for 
1960, retired recently. ~ 

He is William “Kess” Kessinger, 
Dodge truck advertising manager, 
who 43 years ago was graduated 
from Wabash College, Crawfords- 
ville, Ind. He entered the automo- 
tive field a month later, and for 
the past 32 rears has served Dodge 
Truck and its predecessor, Graham 
Bros., ia various capacities.

HE remembers when only a few 
thousand “commercial vehicles,” 
usually built on a passenger car 
chassis and used for hauling groc- 
eries and similar light loads, were 
gold annually. And vividly he re- 
members the steady development of 
trucks into the big business they 
ara today. 

Kessinger was born in Patoka, 
Ind., July 5, 1894, the son of an 
Indiana doctor. Upon graduation 
from Wabash College, he headed 
foc Detroit where a friend told him 
there was a future in the automo- 
tive industry. He got a job im- 
mediately at an auto plant as a 
secvice claims inspector. Eighteen 
months later he was hired by the 
Republic Truck Co., at Alma, Mich., 

# claims manager. 

There he became acquainted with 
Ray Graham, who with two brothers 
»wued a factory making bottles for 
soft drinks, and were starting a 





new tru k firm at Evansville, Ind.

Graham hired him as service man- 
ager, and brought him ~back to 
Detroit in 1921 when, encouraged 
by the increasing sale of trucks, 
the brothers opened their first 
Detroit plant. 

The Grahams joined with Dodge 
in 1925, producing Graham Bros, 
Trucks, and Kessinger went along. 
Two years later when the Gra- 
hams sold their interest to Dodge, 
Kessinger went with them te the 
new Graham-Paige Co., but re- 
turned to Dodge in 1935 as serv- 
ice promotion manager. His serv- 
ice at Dodge has been continuous 
from that date, and his retire- 
ment rounds out 43 consecutive 
years in the automotive field. 

The early struggles of the indus- 
try still interest him. By 1920, 
spurred by the success of the Dodge 
panel trucks used by the U.S. Army 
in World War I, sales ballooned to 
321,789. Five years later they were 
530,659 and in 1929, 881,909, but 
fell back during the depression 
years of the “Thirties.” In 1941, 
however, truck sales hit a million 
for the first time, dropped during 
the World War II years, but again 
were over the million mark when 
production was resumed. They have 
remained there ever since, with 
1951 as the peak year with 1,417,- 
368..

Giant New Jersey Sphere 
To Test Warning Devices 


MOORESTOWN, N.J.—Motorists 
these days on the New Jersey Turn- 
pike are viewing with curiosity a 
dome-shaped structure rising to 
the hight of a 15-story office build- 
ing on former farmland in this com- 
munity 11 miles northeast of the 
Philadelphia-Camden area.

Sites will be lo- 
cated at Clear, Alaska, Thule, 
Greenland, and in the United King- 
dom.

Mind you, the jack is not a good 
opening lead from J-x, but players 
occasionally make dcubtful open- 
ing leads. If West had made such 


-1a lead, East didn’t want to return 


the suit. 


In the hope of finding out, East 
shifted to the king of hearts. He 
was sure that South didn’t have 
the ace of hearts since South would 
have accepted the invitation to 
game if he had any such side 
strength. 

South followed with a low heart, 
and West foolishly signalled with 
the ten of hearts. West meant to 
assure his partner that he had the 
ace of hearts, but there was no 
need for this assurance. The lo- 
cation of the ace was already quite 
clear. 

East assumed that his partner's 
signal meant something sensible. 
If West had led the top of a dou- 
bleton diamond, he would want to 
encourage hearts in order to° dis- 
courage a further diamond lead. 

East therefore led a low heart to 





end of the defense. South could 
easily. draw trumps and give up 
two hearts and two diamonds. 
West should, of course, play the 
deuce of hearts at the second trick. 
His low card would tell a story: 
Don’t lead hearts again, partner! 
East would then know that the 
opening lead had indeed been a 
singleton. He would return a dia- 
mond for West to ruff and would 
get in with the queen of hearts to 
lead another diamond, West

Now, these 
past two years in my part of the 
West, there has come a plague of 
rats. This scourge has in some

and lethally by. drainage from 
nearby lands. 


In the Galveston -laboratory of 
the F&WS it was conclusively 
established that lindane, an insecti- 
cide especially developed for the 
control of mosquitoes, is extreme- 
ly poisonous to shrimp. When 
shrimp were exposed in a concen- 
tration of only five parts per bil- 
lion there was 100 percent mortal- 
ity. Another study showed that 
crabs are killed by eating fish 
that had absorbed very low levels 
of malathion, another insecticide. 

In 1940, insecticides and pesti- 
cides had an annual wholesale 
value of $40-million. In 1956 this 
had increased to $290-million and 
the prediction is that sales will top 
one billion dollars by 1975. At 
the present time a full one-sixth 
of all the croplands of the U.S. 
and literally millions of acres of 
forests, rangelands and marshes 





places wiped out entire crops. The 
coyote lived off the rats, and with 
the enemy gone the rodents have 
flourished as never before. And 
in places, rabbits are fast attain 
ing the numbers found in Aus 
tralia, a spot where the long-ears 
have no natural encmies and are 
a continuing problem. 

The fine balance maintained by 
nature has been completely dis- 
turbed ,by man in his decimation 
of western coyote. Now we 
have rats and jackrabbits.

It 
is being industriously poisoned to- 
day, and so are the birds. A sur- 
vey of bird life in those areas 
whith have been dosed show a mor- 
tality as high as 85 percent. Rab- 
bits, squirrels and other small 
game have likewise suffered, but 
not as badly as the birds.

During the first four de- 
grees certain exercises, stunts, 
rituals and stunning blows are 
learned and mastered. After the 
feurth degree is obtained, the 
learning of fatal blows and crip- 
pling enes is added to the reper 
toire 

After entering the fourth degree 
One is qualified to teach Karate. 
The Karate instructors are con- 
sidered in Japan as high public 
officials. It is not a sport mastered 
in a day, week, month or a year. 
It takes many years. One phase 
of Karate, learning how to walk, 
sit and speak when in different 
classes of homes ir Japan 
Over a year

lete goes to school for two years 
and then take a six month proba- 
tion period while his background 
is being checked.

“From the Halls of Montezuma”—Marine Corps Hymn. 


The palace of the Aztec emperor 
Montezuma was taken over and de- 
stroyed by Hernando Cortes in 
1521, and another palace was erect- 
%d on the site. This was destroyed 
in 1692. Later palaces retained the 
spot, as does the enormous Na- 
tional Palace today, still poetically 
called “the Halls of Montezuma.” 

During our War with Mexico, 
Gen. Winfield Scott gradually 
closed in on Mexico City. Finally, 
with only four days’ rations left 
and ammunition running very low, 


he stormed Chapultepec, a massive 
fortress surmounting a 200-foot hill 
a mile from the City. On 13 Sep- 





tember 1847 it fell. That night a 
vanguard entered the gates of the 
City while Santa Ana was slipping 
away by another exit. At dawn on 
14 September the Mexicans sent out 
a white flag. 








Maj. Gen. John A. Quitman 
brought in the first troops, and 
went to the National Palace, which 
the Marines cleared of the looters 


who had flocked in as Santa Ana| Arm 


left. The American flag was raised 
over the building, and the Marines 
were placed on guard duty. The 
War with Mexico ended at the 
Halls of Montezuma.
